SUBJECT: UNINTENTIONAL DELAY 

Failure to understand the required process on my part resulted in an unintentional delay at the Patent 
Office, and an abandonment of my referenced patent application* On 8/ 16/2005, a Notice of Allowance 
was issued with No Fees Due- I wrongly assumed, that no response on my part was required to achieve 
publication of said application. 

Because of mis misunderstanding, I am charged $750 to file a petition to revive my patent application. My 
error was not to FAX a single sheet of paper, part B fee transmittal with no fee due, to another unit within 
your organization- 1 find this penalty excessive. . 

Let me suggest an alternate solution. Let us assume the Patent Office would have charged some 
admimVtative fee, say $10, in the Notice of Allowance on 8/16/2005, and then I would have returned the 
payment post haste and avoided the penalty all together. 

I have seen tremendous progress and simplification over the past few years in dealing with the Patent 
Office, and I hope that this letter supports your efforts to un-clutter administrative processes. 
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
